Serious Deficiency 

Our high-school boys and girls are citizens two 
commonwealths. birth adoption they became 
citizens earthly commonwealth; baptism they 
were “born again” and have become members the 
Kingdom God earth, the Holy Catholic Church. 
rightly considered woeful deficiency our 
education something truly ashamed not 
acquainted with the history the country that 
gave birth and promotes our temporal welfare, 
surely graver and more deplorable deficiency our 
spiritual training ignorant the fortunes, the 
trials, and triumphs, the institution which our 
spiritual and eternal well-being committed. Thomas 
Carlyle saw this clearly. “Ecclesiastical 
says his essay History, “is undoubtedly more im- 
portant than political history; inasmuch con- 
cerns more understand how man’s moral well- 


being had been and might promoted, than under- 
stand the like sort his physical well-being; which 
latter ultimately the aim all political arrange- 
ments. For man’s true advantage, not the outward con- 
dition his life, but the inward and spiritual, 
prime influence; not the form Government lives 
under, and the power can accumulate there, but 
the church member of, and the degree moral 
elevation can acquire means its instruction.” 

Today there not Catholic high school which 
much time and effort not devoted the teaching 
American history ancient, medieval, and 
modern history also. But strange inconsistency 
there are scores our Catholic secondary schools 
which Church history either not taught all 
regarded the Cinderella the curriculum. Surely 
not asking too much place the study Church 
history least par with the study the vanished 
glories the Babylonians and Egyptians, the Medes 
and Persians. Even the enemies the Church recog- 
nize her unique historical significance and hail her 
“the most imposing organization the world’s 
history.” “The Catholic Church,” says Harnack, the 
prophet Protestant modernism, “is the most compre- 
hensive, the most complex, and the same time the 
most homogeneous organization which history, far 
known us, has produced. All the powers 
the human mind and heart, all the elemental forces 
the disposal humanity, have had share the con- 
struction this edifice.” 

The exclusion Church history from the high- 
school curriculum sometimes excused the follow- 
ing similar terms: “We not omit Church history 
from our high-school curriculum because fail 
recognize its educational value, but because think 
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that can studied more profitably the college 
and the seminary.” 

Those who make this excuse forget that only small 
percentage our high-school pupils enter college 
seminary. our boys and girls not learn Church 
history during their high-school course, most them 
will never learn all. Besides, very doubtful 
whether Church history could studied with much 
profit and success the college and the seminary, un- 
less the student had become acquainted with and 
learned appreciate during his high-school days. 
The college and the seminary should present Church 
history more detailed and scientific manner than 
the secondary school, and they can this successfully 
only good foundation has been laid the high 
school. 

Occasionally objected that Church history too 
difficult subject for the student high-school age. 
the same token secular history would also too 
difficult. Both secular and Church history have 
brought down the level the learner. But this 
word will said later. 

final objection raised the high-school pupils 
themselves. some schools the students have been 
known oppose the introduction Church history 
because they “get credits for it.” This objection 
born misunderstanding the proper place 
Church history the high-school curriculum. Church 
history forms part the religion course, not the 
history course, althought might very profitably 
studied connection with the latter. Since Church 
history and secular history are closely interwoven 
during the medieval period, medieval Church might 
even substituted for medieval secular history. But 
whether this done not, one thing clear: Church 
history must embodied the religion course. 
may find place elsewhere, but must find place 
there, whether “credits” given for its study not. 
shares the fate the course religion. 


Essential Religious Instruction 

sometimes urged defense the study 
Greek and Roman history our high schools that 
knowledge Greece and Rome indispensable for 
fruitful study the classics. this valid reason 
for devoting five periods week ancient history, 
then there still more valid reason for including 
Church history. knowledge Church history ab- 
solutely necessary for proper understanding our 
holy religion. “The Christian religion,’ Bishop John 
Lancaster Spalding wrote nearly fifty years ago, “is 


primarily and essentially fact, with clearly defined. 


and authentic history, and right theory can 
either formed taught unless made rest 
upon this historic basis. Hence St. Augustine declares 
that the duty the Christian instructor teach 
sacred history not fragments and broken stories, but 
continuous and connected narrative brought down 
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the present time (De Catechizandis Rudibus, 3). 
God’s supernatural dealings with mankind are but par- 
tially recorded Holy Writ. The Catholic Church, 
its origin and growth, its progress and diffusion 
through the world from age age, the supplement 
and continuation the Bible history which without 
this would unintelligible fragment.” 

old saying, that the road just apprecia- 
tion the present leads through the past. This 
eminently true the Church. “Many fall into error,” 
says St. Jerome, “because their ignorance his- 
tory.” Without knowledge the origin and develop- 
ment her system doctrine, her constitution, her 
worship and discipline the present condition and ac- 
tivity the Church remain dark riddle. “It 
Church history which tells the story the origin 
Christianity; Church history which has pre- 
served the narrative the hierarchical institution 
the Church, its literature, its art, its doctrinal de- 
velopment, its worship and discipline. Church 
history which demonstrates the action the Christian 
spirit upon social, civil, and public life, and the 
growth institutions cherished our generation. 
part the progress the world material, in- 
tellectual, moral —has been uninfluenced the

The concluding words the above quotation point 
another reason why Church history should taught 
our high schools: Familiarity with the history 
the Church fosters the adolescent admiration for 
the Church that full love and loyalty. The story 
the Church bears witness the Divine power that 
abides her. tells our youth the blessings con- 
ferred her mankind through the ages her ex- 
istence; the millions whom she guided with sure 
hand the way salvation; the imperishable 
deeds her countless heroes and her illus- 
trious pontiffs who faced the invading hordes bar- 
barians and roused Christendom hurl back the 
gigantic Mohammedan threat. They learn admire her 
the greatest civilizing power the world, the 
teacher and educator all the nations 
the patron and inspirer true art and learning. 
know her rightly love her truly; and where love 
is, there loyalty even death. Our young men and 
women who have pored over the fascinating, absorb- 
ing pages her long history will love their Church 
despite the failings and shortcomings that attach 
her earthly existence, and the face the accusa- 
tions, however grievous they may be, which her en- 
emies have lodged and still lodge against her. 


The Church’s Best Apology 
“The history the Church,” Leo XIII wrote the 
French clergy 1899, “is splendid and conclusive

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demonstration the truth and the divinity Chris- 
tianity.” The great pontiff was but echoing the words 
the Vatican Council, which teaches that the Church 
“because her wonderful propagation, her extraor- 
dinary sanctity, inexhaustible fecundity well-doing, 
her Catholic unity and unshaken stability, great 
and perpetual motive credibility, irrefragable 
witness her own divine mission.” 

This being so, follows that course Church 
history the best course Catholic apologetics. Some 
Catholic educators even maintained that the only 
apologetics which high-school pupils 
study. However that may be, one will deny that 
course apologetics not backed course 
Church history something incomplete, unsatisfying, 
mere torso, speak. 

would take too far afield show detail the 
apologetic value Church history. One example must 
stand for many. Take the words our Lord St. 
Peter: art Peter, and this rock will build 
Church. The gates hell shall not prevail against 
her.” There better commentary this promise 
than the history the Church, which its fulfillment. 
There are two facts which pervade the whole history 
the Church the perpetuity the Church and the 
immortality the Papacy. sophistry can weaken, 
special pleading can obscure, skepticism can 
doubt them. These two facts, indubitable they 
are significant, unfold the net results all Church 
history. They stand forth amidst the ruins the past, 
more solid and immovable than the pyramids from 
the sands the desert. They are luminous the 
sun, which, despite darkness and storms, still main- 
tains his undeviating course. Your prejudices and your 
passions can more blot them out from the record 
the past, than can the mists and the clouds blot 
out the sun from the heavens. spite yourself, you 
cannot fail deeply impressed with their signifi- 
cance settling the practical and vital question: 
Which the true Church Christ?” (Archbishop 
Martin Spalding). 

may asked: What about the the 
history the Church? Will not the presentation 
the dark side the picture prove stumblingblock 
the youthful 

Truthfulness, the supreme law history, demands 
that the unpleasant features the Church’s past 
not withheld from our students. Exposed their true 
setting, with their causes and accompanying circum- 
stances clearly outlined, these “scandals” will tend 
strengthen rather than undermine the faith the 
pupils. “The existence the Church and the Papacy 
they are today wonder only enhanced every 
proof that they ought have perished long ago ac- 
cording all human probability.” 

pass over silence the so-called “bad popes,” 
put gloss upon human weaknesses, shortcomings, 
grave sins even, churchmen high places, will 
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more harm than good. “Of all says Cardinal 
Newman, omissions, such glosses are the great- 
est.” not tell our young men and women about 
them, they will draw their knowledge from other, 
mostly tainted, sources. But all-important that 
fix the attention our pupils, over and over again, 
the two factors that are active the Church 
the Divine and the human. The Divine will neces- 
sity always beautiful, holy, and sublime; not 
the human. men, even the most exalted rulers 
the Church are exposed error except, course, 
those matters which infallibility has been guar- 
anteed them and temptation and sin. Accord- 
ing Christ’s own words, His Church was made 
both good and bad; there was cockle among 
the wheat till the time harvest. insist this 
truth, the students will acquire the important habit 
distinguishing between the Divine and the human 
the Church, and, consequently, recognizing the di- 
vinity the message, though the messengers may fre- 
quently very human, and seeing “the shaping 
hand God, like the weaver behind his loom, creat- 
ing fairest patterns, though the ordinary looker-on ob- 
serves nothing but din and disorder” (Shahan). 

must never forget that from the days the 
Protestant revolt there has been vigorous existence, 
Professor Guilday says, pragmatic use Church 
history for which the only just name anti-Catholic.” 
misrepresenting the Church’s past, exaggerat- 
ing and generalizing facts unfavorable her, and 
minimizing ignoring all that her favor, anti- 
Catholic history has created caricature the Church. 
Who will deny that, result these tactics the 
enemy, anti-Catholic bigotry has been kept alive, and 
love for our Holy Church has been well-nigh extin- 
guished the hearts countless Catholics 

“The task reversing that anti-Catholic system,” 
writes Hilaire Belloc, “is the hardest all modern 
tasks. Yet must undertaken; for, although the 
most profound and the most active agent change 
must always spiritual action upon the individual, 
yet corporate action upon the mass essential; and 
today history will act there nothing else can do. 
history must abandon the defensive. must carry 
the war into Africa. must make our opponents un- 
derstand not only that they are wrong their philo- 
sophy, not only ill informed their judgment cause 
and effect, but out touch with the past: which 
ours.” this much-needed offensive prove suc- 
cessful, must set all along the battle front, from 
the elementary school the high school, the college, 
and the university. men and women who 
will make Church history their life study are need- 
for the enterprise. They will not forthcoming 
unless Church history given place honor our 
Catholic educational system. All those who have ac- 
complished anything worth while the field his- 
tory were men who their early youth imbibed 
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taste for historical studies, and were given ample op- 
portunity pursue them later life. 


Aids Religious Training 


The primary aim the study Church history 
our high schools not apologetic, but religious. Church 
history must aid the religious training the pupils. 
And surely other subject, outside the Sacred 
Scriptures, well adapted promote Christian 
piety. The pupil will find its pages the highest mo- 
tives and the most perfect examples Christian vir- 
tue. “The young,” says Bishop Spalding, “if they are 
rightly educated, must made familiar with 
deeds rather than with thoughts. They are influenced 
more example than and, after the lives 
those with whom they are thrown into actual con- 
tact, nothing has such power educate them 
knowledge the lives heroic and Godlike men. Let 
us, then, return natural methods, attach less weight 
filling the memory with definitions religious doc- 
trines, and labor rather familiarize the mind with 
the facts and deeds out which these doctrines have 
grown, and which they are embodied way easily 
intelligible the young.” 

The best training business the professions, 
has often been remarked, derived from constant in- 
tercourse with persons who are experts their line 
and devoted heart and soul their work. Theory 
valuable, even indispensable times, but most 
cases barren results unless supplemented prac- 
tical training under competent guides. The same true 
the supernatural order. thorough course Chris- 
tian doctrine and apologetics splendid thing and 
much desired; but unless the theoretical instruc- 
tion made practical placing before the student 
the concrete example every virtue the life 
Christ and His closest followers, the saints, would 
have little power produce lives faith and holiness. 

Why that our young men and women seldom 
look for their heroes and heroines among the saints? 
This should give pause. Evidently they not know 
the saints, and ignoti nulla cupido. perhaps the 
saints have been presented them false light 
and out their proper historical setting. Only too 
often they are held them “timeless beings, 
superhistorical types, with many ascetical advant- 
ages psychological disadvantages.” knowledge 
history, especially Church history, necessary 
order form true estimate saint. Saints, like 
all men, are children their age. They act their 
contemporaries and are, their turn, influenced 
them. cannot love and admire and make hero 
St. Athanasius unless have become well acquaint- 
with the marvelous fourth century which 
lived and fought and suffered. Unless know who 
the Arians were, what they stood for and what threat 
Christianity their heresy meant, the fact that Atha- 
nasius was hunted down them like wild beast, 
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will mean very little us. And how different St. 
Boniface appears when placed between Charles Martel 
and Pippin, right the heart the turbulent eighth 
century. One his letters Gregory Anglo- 
Saxon king bishop, the letter written him from 
England St. Lioba, brings him nearer and 
makes him more lovable than long discourse his 
missionary labors his heroic virtues. 


Content the Course 


Church history vast subject full difficult 
questions historical controversy. Hence, for high- 
school purposes, wise selection matter must 
made. intelligible outline the Church’s matchless 
story all that can given. All “side issues” that 
would distract the attention from the main stream 
events must omitted altogether assigned their 
proper places side issues. There need heap 
names and dates; need describe detail the 
relations between Church and State during the declin- 
ing years the Roman Empire the long-drawn-out 
conflicts between the temporal and the spiritual power 
during the Middle Ages. Stress will naturally laid 
upon the Apostolic age and the age the martyrs. 
The glorious lives and deeds the great Fathers 
the Church must brought humanly near the pu- 
pil. The founders monasticism and the apostles 
the various nations Europe, who still live the 
minds and hearts the people, never fail interest 
the pupils. They wish know all about St. Martin 
Tours, St. Patrick, St. Benedict, St. Columba, St. Boni- 
face, St. Stephen, St. Casimir, SS. Cyril and Methodius, 
whose names they hear often. They like told 
about famous monks and nuns the Middle Ages, 
and about the missionaries who penetrated into Tar- 
tary the thirteenth century and followed the 
wake the discoverers and conquistadors the 
sixteenth and seventeenth. thus giving large 
space the saints, the Church’s supreme glory, one 
the characteristic notes the Church, her sanctity, 
will made stand out prominently. 

Heresies should discussed only insofar they 
bring out more fully and demonstrate more clearly the 
true doctrines the Church. The nature and origin 
the Greek schism must treated some length, 
otherwise one the direct catastrophes the history 
Christianity, the separation the Eastern from 
the Western Church, which continues this day, will 
remain unintelligible. For the same reason the Prot- 
estant revolt must described detail. 

With more advanced students the study the great 
heresies: Gnosticism, Arianism, Nestorianism, Mono- 
physism, Monotheletism, Pelagianism, Lutheranism, 
Calvinism, and Anglicanism, can made very profit- 
able showing how her conflict with them brought 
out most clearly the Church’s inner catholicism her 
insistence the whole truth, her refusal one- 
sided. Thus Gnosticism, take only one example, 
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taught: God only good, the world spirit only 
good, matter, and also the body, evil; 
knowledge only value, faith (pistis) 
useless good only for the common herd. The Church 
replied: God and the world are good; the world has 
become evil only through sin; soul body are 
good; faith and knowledge, especially enlightened 
faith, are the greatest value. 

Students are naturally interested the rise and 
progress the Church their own country. The text- 
book should allot generous space this phase 
Church history; but this must supplemented 
the teacher and the students themselves. The pupils 
should encouraged study the history the 
Church their state, diocese, city, town, and parish. 
They might profitably instructed scan the Cath- 
olic weeklies for notable events the life the 
Church the United States and their diocese, and 
record these chronologically their Church history 
notebooks. 

word remains said the correlation 
Church history with Christian doctrine and profane 
history. Some high-school curriculums assign whole 
year the religion course Church history. Much 
might said favor this arrangement. Others dis- 
tribute Church history over the four years, running 
parallel with secular history and Christian doctrine. 
This plan has obvious advantages. Profane history 
furnishes welcome basis for Bible history, and Church 
history, besides supplementing (or correcting, some 
instances) profane history, is, were, running 
commentary the truths faith, the means 
grace, and the principles Christian morality and 
apologetics. 


Teacher Church History 

The teacher Church history must not only know 
Church history, must also know how teach it. 
“We shall have better history says Profes- 
sor “when have trained teachers; and 
shall have trained teachers when teachers themselves, 
and those who employ them, realize that history can 
taught only those who have been prepared for 
the work.” 

This not the place discuss the methods 
teaching history. Father Felix Kirsch, O.M.Cap., 
gives excellent summary the best that has been 
written this subject paper entitled Teach- 
ing History” which every teacher history should 
read. The words which quotes from school super- 
intendent are well worth pondering: “Academic and 
professional training alone will not suffice for effective 
teaching. The most scholarly teachers, employing the 
most skillful methods, measured coldly intellectual 
standards, must largely fail get desired results 
they fail bring beget the right emotional atmos-

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phere the schoolroom. Emotional warmth just 
essential the growth ideas physical warmth 
the growth plants. Frost much avoided 
the schoolroom the garden.” this true 
the teacher secular history, doubly true the 
teacher Church history. And how much easier 
for him “bring beget the right emotional atmos- 
phere.” “If there tone becoming the Catholic tell- 
ing the story the kingdom God earth,” 
Father Stebbing, the English Church historian puts it, 
“it rather tone triumph than anything else. 
the tone which the national patriot takes when 
tells the victories his ancestors and the noble 
deeds his race. For the Catholic can speak higher 
contests and loftier conquests. has statelier 
gallery heroes point to, and roll achievement 
more varied and more widely reaching than any na- 
tional history could have. act virtue 
speak write with coldness hesitation what 
knows praiseworthy and exalted beyond com- 
pare. The Catholic who tells the history the Church 
knows that came from God; knows that has 
abiding Divine presence with sunshine and 
storm; knows that must win the end and the 
whole, even though this individual that nation fall 
from its place its bosom. Success and failure must 
not measured for for human institutions, but 
must wait for the great reckoning which shall justify 
the ways God men.” 


REQUIREMENTS FOR NURSING SCHOOLS 


The committee grading nursing schools has recently 
completed nation-wide survey nursing schools, for the 
purpose studying ways and means providing adequate 
nursing service price well within the reach the average 
person. 

The survey, which was directed Dr. May Ayres Burgess, 
statistician, lists the replies 150,000 persons question- 
naires from doctors, nurses, patients, student nurses, and 
heads nursing schools. 

The findings the survey revealed that the “high-school- 
failure” girl who goes into nursing positive danger 
the sick her care, that she economic failure, and that 
her own professional life failure. The survey pointed 
out that the nursing schools should not regarded 
refuge for the dull, discipline for the refractory high 
schools. Student nurses often before their first year com- 
pleted, are intrusted with large part the responsibility for 
the care hospital patients. Most student nurses are only 
years old entrance, and this immaturity must offset 
sound educational background and keen sense 
responsibility. 

The better nursing schools now require four-year high- 
school diploma for entrance, together with evidence that the 
student ranked the upper half her class. the present 
time, per cent the student nurses are high-school grad- 
uates. The high-school program the student contemplating 
taking the nursing profession should include science 
courses, household science, and general all-around course 
with emphasis the cultural and scientific subjects. high- 
school diploma, high class standing, and intelligence are the 
basic requirements for worth-while student nurse. Other 
important qualifications are good health, liking for people, 
conscientiousness, good breeding, and professional attitude.

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the Church were martyrs, and the Pantheon was 
first dedicated them, the Mass All Saints 
made extracts from the liturgy martyrs. The 
Introit that the Mass St. Agatha, used later 
for other feasts; the Gospel, Offertory, and Com- 
munion are taken from the Common Martyrs. 

The Church gives this day admirable vision 
heaven, showing with St. John, the twelve thou- 
sand signed each tribe Israel, and great multi- 
tude which one can count, every nation and tribe, 
every people and tongue, standing before the throne 
and before the Lamb, clothed white robes and with 
palms their hands (Epistle). Christ, the Virgin, the 
blessed battalions distributed nine choirs, the 
Apostles and prophets, the martyrs crimsoned their 
blood, the confessors adorned their white garments 
and the chaste choir virgins form, the hymn 
Vespers sings, the majestic cortege. indeed com- 
posed all those who here below were detached from 
worldly riches, gentle, afflicted, equitable, merciful, 
pure, peaceful, and persecuted for the name Jesus. 
“Rejoice,” the Master had foretold them, “for great 
reward prepared for you heaven” (Gospel, Com- 
munion). Among those millions the just who were 
faithful disciples Jesus earth, are several our 
own family, relations, friends, members our 
parochial family, now enjoying the fruit their piety, 
adoring the Lord, King kings, and Crown All 
Saints and obtaining for the wished for abundance 
His mercies (Collect).

The Classroom Teacher 


and Scientific Society

Science held its annual meeting Cleveland, 
Ohio. Section (Education) heard several papers 
interest the classroom teacher. Brief abstracts 
some these reports are presented herewith. 

“The Arithmetical Backgrounds Young Chil- 
dren.” Clifford Woody, University Michigan. 

Purpose Investigation. discover means 
extended inventory test the amount and types 
arithmetic skill possessed children the primary 
grades the time formal study arithmetic intro- 
duced. this investigation formal instruction 
defined instruction organized and definitely sys- 
tematized and taught period specifically set aside 
for the teaching this subject. 

Procedure. Thirty-nine different school systems, 
widely scattered throughout the United States, co- 
this investigation. The teachers these 
systems the grades just previous the one which 
formal instruction introduced were asked inter- 


December 29, 30, and 31, 1930, the Amer- 


view six children selected random, who had received 
all their training within the system and who had had 
regular promotions. ten the systems, the various 
teachers interviewed more than 100 children, but 
most the other systems the number children was 
considerably less. one rather large city, three trained 
teachers interviewed all the children Grade 
and number children the Kindergarten, Grade 
1B, Grade 2A, and Grade 2B. all, 2,829 children 
were interviewed. the teachers were interviewing 
the children, notes the behavior responses the 
children were made. one school system, inquiry 
blanks were sent the parents the children concern- 
ing the amount home instruction arithmetic 
which had been given the children. 

Results. The facts collected seem justify the 
following conclusions 

The most common practice begin formal 
instruction Grade 2B. 

The children possess considerable ability count- 
ing, reading numbers, recognition coins and know- 
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ing their values, telling time, recognition and 
understanding simple units measurement, and the 
fundamental processes addition and subtraction 
the simple combinations the time very formal in- 
struction introduced. 

Extended inventory tests designed for throwing 
light both types achievement and methods 
response must given before formal instruction 
introduced, instruction adapted the needs 
the individual child. 

The method attaining solution exercise 
must taken into consideration evaluating the 
significance given attainment. Many children are 
credited with attaining correct responses, but the 
method employed and the time taken obtaining the 
solution indicate the need for proper training. 

The children have learned much arithmetic 
through their work and play activities, their home in- 
struction, and their incidental instruction offered them 
school, that serious question raised the 
best time for introducing formal instruction. 

Successful Method Teaching Problem Solv- 
ing Arithmetic.” Worth Osburn, Ohio State 
University. 

small group typical problems was selected and 
taught explicitly experimental group Grade 
Every effort was made keep the children from 
coming contact with any other instructional material 
relating problem solving. The explicit teaching 
the problem selected involved frequent repetition 
the same problems with changes the numbers only. 
Each type problem was presented five days suc- 
cession with subsequent review once week. After 
approximately thirty problems had been taught this 
manner, the experimental group was tested prob- 
lems which they had not seen before. All the group 
made passing grades and some them ranked very 
high. 

The results indicate the existence sizable 
amount transfer and point the following conclu- 
sions: First, problem solving largely matter 
morale. Second, transfer takes place problem solv- 
ing when the children really understand few the 
more important types problems. the past, 
apparently have failed profit from this transfer 
because have attempted teach too many types 
problems once. 

“The Mastery Certain Mathematical Concepts 
Junior-High-School Students.” Charles Butler, 
University High School, University Missouri. 

This preliminary report extensive study 
the mastery and lack mastery certain mathe- 
matical concepts students the ends the sev- 
enth, eighth, and ninth grades. Sixty-three items are 
included the list concepts. means test 
covering all these, and showing high degree 
reliability, the mastery the concepts, individually 
and collectively, has been studied. More than 1,650 
junior-high-school students nine towns and cities 
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three states were given the test, and the results have 
been examined very great detail. Obviously only the 
summary can presented this time. 

Out this investigation some rather striking things 
have come light: Things which, they typify 
general situation, should concern those inter- 
ested mathematical instruction. One these the 
great spread extent mastery concepts in- 
dividual students within each grade and the over- 
lapping the grades this respect; another the 
unexpected consistency general improvement 
mastery from grade grade, shown the grade 
medians; third the great diversity shown the 
mastery various individual concepts; and fourth 
the unexpected result that small schools rural 
communities apparently achieved better results than 
large, well-equiped, well-staffped schools the cities. 

Study the Latin Word Knowledge First- 
Year Pupils.” Wren Jones Grinstead and Byron 
Hamberger, University Pennsylvania. 

attempt has been made determine analysis 
wrong responses Latin vocabulary test the types 
wrong associations which pupils are likely form 
with Latin words, and, the basis this classifica- 
tion, propose certain measures for the improvement 
the teaching and testing Latin vocabulary. 

“Vocabularies Modern History 
Eby, University Cincinnati. 

The Problem: learn the degree difficulty 
vocabulary the modern history textbooks used 
Hamilton County, Ohio: 

comparison with Thorndike’s word list, and 

testing the pupils’ knowledge the less 
common words. 

The Method: 

The names the four modern European history 
textbooks use Hamilton County were obtained. 
Two counts 1,000 words were made from each book, 
and the books were compared respect median 
index number, the number words found the 
less commonly used 5,000 Thorndike’s list, and 
(c) the number words not included the list, (zero 
words). 

From these counts, words the last 500 and 
also zero words were impartially chosen in- 
cluded the vocabulary test. multiple-response test 
was constructed which the items appeared the 
same sentences which they were used the text- 
books. This test was given all the pupils the 
Hamilton county high schools. The tests were scored 
and results tabulated for (a) the median per cent 
correct responses for each grade, the median num- 
ber unknown words per thousand for each grade. 
and (c) the per cent incorrect responses each 
item the test. 

The vocabulary load modern European history 
textbooks used grades nine, ten, and eleven con- 
siderably greater than that American history texts 
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used grades eleven and twelve. The most difficult 
book averaged zero words per thousand for the two 
counts, and the least difficult ‘one, 35.5 zero words. The 
ranking the books was the same for zero words 
and median index numbers. The average number 
difficult words (words the last 5,000 and zero words 
combined), was for about three pages the text- 
book, 1,000 words. 

Tests show that near the close school for the 
year, pupils the ninth grade knew about half these 
more difficult words. About two thirds were known 
tenth-grade pupils, three fourths the eleventh 
grade, and four fifths the twelfth. six-page 
assignment, freshman would find unknown words, 
sophomore, 53; junior 43, and senior 29.

The accompanying plate Number III series 
exercises planned Nettie Smith, author 
Designing with Wild Flowers (Bruce), and executed 
students under the supervision Dorothea Fricke, 
art director the University New Mexico. 

After the symmetrical units are cut from geometric 
forms shown the first plate the series, and 
arranged make strong, well-spaced borders, the next 
step make various interpretations these borders. 
The problem this time take one the cut and 
pasted borders and develop three four styles 
with pen and ink. 

the upper left-hand corner Plate III cut- 
out border made units cut from the triangle. With 
the triangle motif subordinate form which helps 
give unity and continuity. Just below this are four 
interpretations the same. 


The first simply dark background lines drawn 
with the speed-ball pen leaving the pattern standing 
cut white silhouette. The next was drawn with 
ball-pointed pen different technique and with the 
units broken add interest.

Joseph, the Dreamer: 
Biblical Drama Canty 


Editor's Note. The significance of this article is its indication of the 
process of analysis that is necessary for the preparation of a biography — 
or, perhaps of more general use, the preparation for a dramatization for 
class use. We should like very much to develop a series of biographies of 
characters of the Old Testament or of saints, suitable for classroom use 
in the elementary schools, particularly in the intermediate grades. Teachers 
competent to make such analysis as the one here presented can do very 
effective work in impromptu dramatization in their regular classroom 
subjects. 
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Narrative: Joseph, The Dreamer 


ancient times there lived the land Canaan Pales- 
tine wonderful boy named Joseph whose dreams came true. 
The story this remarkable youth related Genesis, the 
first book the Bible. His father was Jacob, rich herds- 
man and his mother was beautiful woman called Rachel. 
Jacob had twelve sons, Joseph being the youngest until 
was nearly years age, when Benjamin was born. Shortly 
after the birth Benjamin, Rachel died the great grief 
Jacob. 

all his children, Jacob loved Joseph the best, and 
mark special favor, gave Joseph handsome coat 
many colors with flowing sleeves. The older brothers hated 
Joseph, not only account his fine raiment, but also be- 
cause his dreams grandeur. One day Joseph repeated 
them this dream: 

“For, behold, were binding sheaves the field, and, lo, 
sheaf arose, and also stood upright; and behold, your 
sheaves stood round about and made obeisance sheaf.” 

Upon hearing this dream, the brothers scornfully demanded: 

“Shall thou indeed reign over shall thou indeed have 
dominion over us?”

Having made this wicked plan, they muttered, 
shall see his strange dreams come true!” But Reuben, the 
eldest brother, did not wish guilty the murder 
his brother. order appease the wrath the others, 
however, proposed throw Joseph into pit and leave 
him there die, but Reuben secretly resolved rescue 
Joseph. carrying out Reuben’s plan, Joseph was stripped 
his beautiful coat, and, though cried piteously for mercy, 
his cruel brothers cast him into deep pit and taunted him 
about his wonderful dreams. 

While the brothers were calmly eating their dinner, com- 
pany merchants with long train camels, laden with 
spices and fragrant gum, came along the highway bound for 
Egypt. Then Judah, one the brothers said: 

“What profit slay our brother and conceal his 
blood? Come, and let sell him the Ishmaelites, and let 
not our hand upon him, for our brother and our 
flesh.” 

His brothers agreed this proposal and they drew 
Joseph out the pit, and sold him the merchants for 
twenty pieces silver.

Joseph without doubt rent pieces.” 

Jacob’s sorrow over the supposed death his favorite son 
knew bounds. rent his clothes and put sackcloth, 
refusing comforted. 

Meanwhile, Joseph was his way Egypt. lad who 
had always lived tent, the sight Egypt with its beauti- 
ful temples, its mammoth pyramids, and its populous cities, 
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the journey was, doubtless, strange and impressive. The mer- 
chants soon disposed their cargo, and then offered Joseph 
for sale slave. that time, Pharaoh, the ruler Egypt, 
had captain the guard, named Potiphar. Potiphar was 
pleased with the youth’s beauty and readily purchased him 
for slave his richly-appointed home.

One day there arrived the prison two servants Pharaoh, 
the king. One servant was the baker, and the other was the 
butler who took the king’s winecup him. One night each 
these prisoners had dream which troubled them exceed- 
ingly. When they related their dreams Joseph, foretold 
that the butler would returned Pharaoh’s service within 
three days, but, that within the same time, the baker would 
hanged. The prophecy came true, and the butler promised 
plead Joseph’s innocence upon his return Pharaoh’s 
palace, but soon forgot his promise. Two years after the 
butler’s release from prison, Pharaoh had dream which all 
the wise men failed interpret. length, the butler re- 
membered Joseph and told Pharaoh about the young Hebrew 
who had truthfully interpreted his own dream prison.

Joseph was arrayed 
rich garments and rode beautiful chariot next rank 
that the king. this time Joseph was about years 
age. married beautiful young Egyptian girl named 
Asenath, and two fine sons, Manasseh and Ephraim, increased 
their happiness.

When Jacob heard their story, was overcome with joy 
and could hardly believe that Joseph was really alive until 
saw the wagons that Joseph had sent bring him and his 
family Egypt. length, Jacob, accompanied his chil- 
dren and grandchildren, all, reached the land Egypt. 
Joseph rode his splendid chariot meet his aged father, 
and, tenderly embracing each other, they wept for joy. 
Pharaoh cordially welcomed Joseph’s people and gave them 
for home very rich land called Goshen. 

Jacob lived very old man. Before died, blessed 
his sons, and begged them bury him his native land. 
They obeyed their father’s will, and buried him cave 
where Abraham and Isaac were already buried. 

After the death Jacob, the brothers feared that Joseph 
would punish them for the wrong that they had done him 
his youth, and they again begged his forgiveness.

“We trust, however, that certain graphic illustrations now 
being used catechetical instructions will critically 
examined those who know the child mind, and who will 
follow out the implications and suggestions 
trations well the particular point aimed the partic- 
ular lessons.

“These pictures are truly artistic and illustrative and each 
catches the spirit the occasion illustrates, unlike most 
our pictures which are certainly not illustrative, and not 
artistic, and too frequently false their implications. 

have read some three four dozen reviews work 
and have received like number letters, and both kinds 
appreciation, from here and abroad, have been from some 
our best-known leaders Catholic educational theory and 
practice, some whom have long been recognized authorities 
this particular subject. There was adverse criticism from 
but one besides you and that suggested different sequence 
the four parts the book. 

Last fall university class Sisters, some them 
teaching for years, answered anonymously the question: “Do 
you not think graphic illustrations are both crude and 
dangerous,” with unanimous “No.” 

But the origin these same graphic illustrations gives 
greater comfort. Some few had been used long time 
the teaching Sisters this diocese, two three came from 
Messmer’s, Spirago’s Method Christian Doctrine, five 
six came from Teaching the Catechism, the editor 
The Sower, ten twelve came from Josephine Brownson’s 
the Heart Child, like number came from the Chalk- 
Talk Pamphlets the Queen’s Work Press and about fifteen 
twenty from Mr. Roger Kynaston, England. secured 
the material this gentleman through Father Drinkwater, 
former editor The Sower, whose work catechetics has 
deeply influenced America well England. told 
that much the Kynaston material was almost too fine for 
publishing. 

wish you had made clear your editorial whether you 
would abolish all chalk-talk sketches favor works art 
would merely abolish mine. would have saved time and 
space rebuttal, for agree with neither possible policy. 
Any teacher lecturer, even Einstein, will use chalk 
talk. All know that they are neither artistic nor permanent 
nor intrinsic their worth. impossible call Raphael 
depict fugitive idea nor needful. Such graphic illus- 
trations are also conjunction with pictures that 
are truly Catholic and artistic and their limitations are 
constantly stressed. The reader book frequently 
referred both books and pictures that contain such artistic 
representations. And also say page 92: “Pictures and 
statues should explained the symbols that they are. Not 
glorified human father, God pure spirit. This spiritual 
aspect more apt lead spiritual And again 
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page 281: “Symbolism, pictures, and church decorations are 
useless unless understood. But, far they require thought 
they are helpful adjuncts thinking out one’s religion. 
not both unfortunate and unnecessary that, while pictures 
the masterpieces find their way into readers, our catechisms 
are devoid such reprints well simple diagrams and 
symbols?” 

But for chalk talks, return the point issue (and 
whether you will they have traditional and present use 
least England, Germany, and America, both within and 
without Catholic educational theory), they are indispensable. 
They are neither dangerous to, nor they retard falsify, 
child development, used with the precautions indicated. All 
learning constant readjustment focus, constant cor- 
recting earlier understanding and its re-interpretation 
the light fuller knowledge and richer experience. Again, 
show any illustration, whether chalk talk masterpiece, 
that not limited meaning and range and consequently 
truth. you draw anything, you localize and you cannot 
depict the limitless, though men will ever try so. 

Why, earlier your very editorial you suggest that “the 
figure speech man’s journey the Highway Life, 
the Celestial City, Heaven, capable forming 
the groundwork this presentation.” What the difference 
between this crude and limited (?) verbal imagery and 
own graphic and visual presentation the same idea 
found page 314? did condemned graph uncon- 
sciously suggest your correct (sic) verbal imagery? 

Finally you refer the Katholische Schulbibel, published 
1927 Joseph Munich and illustrated 
Fiigel, being the opposite and correct pole pedagogical 
correctness. was pains secure this book and opened 
with much expectation. But closed greatly dis- 
appointed. thought find splendid chalk-talk graphs but 
found instead, pictures, artistic and accurate enough, but not 
masterpieces either. There need Germany for 
such pictures. The Catholic education texts are full them; 
there are splendid pictures Father Kelley’s and Mother 
Bolton’s mention few our own products. 
Fiigel’s pictures are, moreover, not graphs—the point 
are impossible reproduction the teacher 
child. The book also, judged our American standards, 
obviously not for the grades but rather for the junior 
high school. 

Further, this German form standard that you refer 
seems too inaccessible and unknown any value 
Sisters, who want practical devices. But since you have gone 
into the untranslated German illustrate your ideas Eng- 
lish-speaking teachers, allow refer you Neubau des 
(Erster Band) Jesus das 
Kind. Heinrich Kautz and published 
Kevelaer, 1924, Butzon and Bercker. has number 
spendid silhouettes and chalk-talk drawings children 
which are offered products religious teaching West- 
phalia. Some them are even cruder than own (!) and 
doubtless they were copied the children from teacher’s 
models, mine are intended be. There are many other 
books like this Germany.

How You Supervise? 


The reason for supervision any work which 
groups men are engaged generally recognized. 
Even when not directly operative, well when 
process being carried out, keeps little 
higher effort, makes plan little more effectively 
and regularly, not for the praise that not always 
forthcoming, least avoid the low rating critic- 
ism that all too certain. 

well see supervision from the standpoint 
the supervised. From recent discussion some teach- 
ers the following interesting points are passed 
the supervisors 

Supervision especially important during the first 
years teaching, and should definite enough 
that there would certain follow-up helpful 
suggestions. 

These teachers felt that supervisors should not 
chary praise. generous praise, specific 
would wise guide for supervisors every- 
where. Supervision that helps teachers also sym- 
pathetic and constructive. must informed, and 
the supervisor must have wide knowledge modern 
education literature. 

One the teachers described the supervision she 
receives inspiring, and she contrasted with 
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supervision that she called punitive. What would 
the effects our schools our supervision were con- 
structive, human, sympathetic, specific, and generous 
its praise teachers? would exactly what this 
teacher called the supervision she received: “IN- 
SPIRING.” 

There only one further condition guarantee 
that result, and that is, that the teacher receptive, 
anxious improve, and eager follow suggestions. 

The fundamental attitudes that will guarantee in- 
spiring results school system are: first, general 
policy discover excellence the system, appre- 
ciate and make contagious; and second, gen- 
eral policy administrators and supervisors regard 
the teachers intelligent coworkers. 

These attitudes may reasonably expect 
Catholic school system, among the teachers 
particular orders. your school? your 
order? your system schools? 


Improving, Parochial-School Curricula

This probably 
necessary under certain broad headings state law, 
and convenient where there frequent transferring 
between the public and the parochial schools.

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TEACHING ENGLISH COMPOSITION 
Brother Prudent, F.S.C., B.A. 


Editor’s Note. This is the second of Brother Prudent’s series on types 
of composition. He very properly emphasizes in this article the funda- 
mental importance of point of view and purpose in description, and that 
description is ordinarily incidental to other forms of composition. 


dealing with are working form 
composition differing several respects from narration. 
are now concerned with the art painting pictures 
words. well known that there are very definite rules laid 
down for painting pictures canvas paper. Hence, 
are not surprised learn that for writing description 
must recognize regulations and limitations more stringent 
than the case narration. Common sense will suggest, 
therefore, that description taken only after consider- 
able practice the other less difficult form composition. 


The Point View 


masterpiece canvas the place from which the 
onlooker supposed view the picture indicated the 
skillful painter, word picture the point view must 
clearly shown. The importance this matter may 
made evident the pupils pointing out its bearing upon 
description any object well known them. Take, for 
example, prominent public building. Ask the students 
imagine themselves directly front its main entrance. 
Question them what details the building could ob- 
served that point. Then suppose they are viewing the 
edifice from window near and above the level the 
roof; what new details would present themselves now, and 
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what ones would not visible? The pupils will see, without 
any difficulty, that, general rule, the point view should 
indicated the beginning piece description. The 
study some good model paragraphs will help drive 
home what has already been discussed. Then the class may 
assigned written work. The teacher may put list subjects 
the board and direct the pupils select one and write 
paragraph description it, being careful indicate 
clearly the point view. Suitable subject matter can easily 
found the things well known the class, such as: 
monuments, public buildings, statues, and bridges. When the 
work has been done, can estimated and corrected the 
same way suggested dealing with similar practice 
The Author’s Purpose 

Having devoted number lessons the teaching point 
view, next have deal with purpose description. 
There are many ways introducing this. Take, for 
example, subject, park the vicinity. The teacher 
discusses with the class how the park would described 
botanist; visiting art student; the man charged 
with caring for the lawns. The pupils will soon realize that 
the details selected giving description are dependent, 
large extent, upon the purpose the person giving 
upon the sort impression wishes give the object. 
After this introductory discussion, there should detailed 
study the class model paragraphs which stress purpose 
description. Then the pupils can given written work, 
before. The teacher should remind them that when student 
reads his paragraph description his classmates, the latter 
should able tell the purpose the writer. Suitable sub- 
jects for exercises this kind may found topics relating 
scenery, such as: Dawn Summer; Winter Landscape; 
Pleasant Grove; Beautiful Terrace. 


Order Presentation 


this time the pupils should have fairly accurate idea 
the general nature descriptions. Some lessons could now 
devoted studying the order which the details 
word picture are set down. Paragraphs illustrating this point 
should read and studied the pupils, the teacher direct- 
ing their attention what requires emphasis. For bringing 
out the importance correct order details, descriptions 
subjects having clearly defined parts are most suitable. 
Such would buildings, monuments, airplanes, etc. 

The field description, although limited some ways, 
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very broad one. The chief limitation lies the fact that 
one seldom uses throughout composition. paragraph 
description usually fitted into piece work that 
mainly narrative expository. While the sphere descrip- 
tion thus limited, the variety subjects which can 
applied very large. consequence, the teacher who has 
sufficient time and class suitable caliber can profitably 
spend long period this phase composition. When the 
general principles description have been grasped, the pupils 
will find genuine pleasure grappling with the problems 
presented each class subjects. After dealing with simple 
themes, such familiar places and objects, they can proceed 
the portrayal persons, animals, and groups. very 
interesting subject the describing room with the object 
conveying the reader, indirectly, correct idea the 
occupant’s character. The following would suitable topics 
this type: Room College Boy; Artist’s Studio; 
The Trapper’s Cabin; Bachelor’s Living Room. 

all this work, one problem which will often confront the 
teacher the finding suitable model paragraphs. true 
that textbooks composition furnish certain amount 
good matter, but hardly sufficient either variety 
extent. supplement for the textbooks, many teachers 
are obliged select passages from the masters English. 
Scott, Irving, and Dickens furnish with good models, but 
day there are writers who can pen descriptive paragraphs 
quite good those the “old For example, 
John Stoddard his Lectures has descriptions monu- 
ments which, mind, could hardly excelled. 


How Much Time? 


Regarding the relative importance description part 
the program English, much depends upon circumstances. 
Usually the time allowed for each subject the high-school 
curriculum definitely fixed.

PROJECTS FOR THE SEWING ROOM 
Miss Anna Miller 
The Necessity for Proper Tensions 

One the most difficult problems confronting the begin- 
ner mastering the technique machine sewing the 
regulation the tensions. And yet the adjustment the 
tensions can be, and is, easily and simply made when the 
pupil understands the principles involved. The definition 
the word given the dictionary “stress 
pulling.” the pulling the threads together that com- 
pletes the stitch the lock-stitch type sewing machine. 
There are two tensions lock-stitch machine, the upper 
and the lower. The upper tension controls the thread from 
the needle, while the lower tension controls the thread 
from the shuttle bobbin case. 


Perfect Stitch 


After the needle thread passes around the shuttle bobbin 
case, both the upper thread and lower thread must pulled 
together take the slack and complete the stitch 
locking the threads together. both are under the proper 
tension, the lock occurs the center the material being 
sewed and perfect stitch formed. 

the tension the needle thread too tight, that 
the bobbin thread too loose, the needle thread will lie 
along the upper surface the material. the tension the 
bobbin thread too tight, that the needle thread too 
loose, the bobbin thread will lie straight along the underside 
the material. 

Adjust Suit Fabrics 

The tensions the sewing machine must adjusted 
suit various fabrics. too tight tension used the 
material, the threads may break when the material pressed 
flat. bias seam will pucker the tension too tight. 
the tension flat seam too loose, there danger 
the thread being pulled out. long stitch and loose ten- 
sion are often used when basting that the threads may 
easily pulled from the material. often preferable 
baste the sewing machine this way, rather than 
the work hand. 

Fine materials require light tension, while heavy materials

How Adjust Tensions 

The tension the upper thread regulated turning 
the tension nut the right tighten and the left 
loosen. 

Tension the under thread regulated the screw 
which holds the spring under which the thread passes, the 
long shuttle the round bobbin case. Turn this screw the 
right tighten and the left loosen. Use the small 
screw driver for this purpose. 

there difficulty tightening the under tension, there 
may knot thread caught under the spring the 
shuttle bobbin case. Loosen the tension screw sufficiently 
release the spring and remove the knot. 

The tension the needle thread should regulated only 
when the presser bar down. you are using the correct 
thread for the needle, the tension may regulated 
adjusting until the thread just barely bends the needle when 
the thread pulled through. The under thread should 
adjusted pull near like the upper thread possible. 
When pulling the under thread care should taken see 
that pulling free from the presser foot.

They should 
taught and trained that the way adjust the upper 
tension take quarter turn time and note the differ- 
ence, gradually creating the necessary amount tension 
make perfect lock stitch.

For purpose convenience, the directory classifies Catholic 
educational institutions into five distinct groups: (1) elemen- 
tary schools, (2) secondary schools, (3) normal and teacher- 
training institutions, (4) seminaries, and (5) universities.

and general objectives. The directory thus does not make 
possible determine the relative strength day versus board- 
ing schools, diocesan high schools against private secon- 
dary schools. 

The survey indicates that total 2,538,572 students 
were enrolled 10,236 Catholic schools all classifications. 
These schools were staffed 82,826 instructors. The figures 
represent considerable gains over the previous biennium. The 
number schools was raised 149 1.5 per cent. The num- 
ber instructors rose 5,482, per cent, and the enroll- 
ment jumped 115,553, 4.8 per cent. 

“The 1928 survey, treating the educational institutions 
under their various classifications, reveals total 187 sem- 
inaries the United States.
